one of real grandeur and beauty.

The Entree and Ovation to the Prince
Cornlvynl,

Shortly afier § o'clock the curtain wis ralsed,
and the procession of the Prince Carnival wis
geen, It wag the most guotesque cortege of the
period.

Bucceeding these came w guned of honor, and
a full bease band praying the grand mareh (rom
Un Baolto tn Masomera,  In the rear of these was
the beantiiul ear of the carnlval, painted bloe,
and covered wlth stars and dripery of rad,
white, nud biue colors, In this vebicle sat the
Prmee aud Prineess, armayed in approprist
costumnes, The charlot was drawn by two mam-
noth bats, who (which ?) were driven by a very
wrenky lellow dressed as an ape.  The oar was
Lmkml by many beautiful young ladies, attived
as maids of hoanor, and knlehts moaote! upon
(papier) emaciated steeds, Followlag the traty
of the Prince’s chariot ocame an army  of
masquernders, m every conceivable costame,
